‘‘My policies,” “My Nacy ” and “My 
world” were ridiculted by Senator 
Gore of Oklahoma in a scathing de­ 
nunciation of the republican party 
delivered at the district democratic 
convention for the selection of dele­ 
gates to the national convention held 
at the national Rifles Armory this 
afternoon. 
“The Chief Executive,” said Sena­ 
tor Gore, “is and has been for some 
time afflicted with a malignant at­ 
tack of plutophobia. Undesirable • cit­ 
izens, rapidly filling clubs of Aanani- 
ases and male-factors of great wealth 
are in the range of his wrath None- 
can hope to escape him and his pow­ 
erful big stick unless they are con­ 
tributors to ‘My campaign fund,’ or 
are in My cabinet’—in other words 
that they are in My official family.’ 
“Louis XIV said: ‘I am the state.’ 
“Roosevelt goes him one better and 
says: ‘I am the United States.’ 
"In the last eleven years of repub­ 
lican misrule 4 40 industrial combina­ 
tions, call them what you will, have 
been organized in the United States; 
440 greedy, grasping and oppressive 
combinations of capital 
have 
been 
formed for the benevolent purpose of 
robbing the American people from 
the cradle to the grave. 
What has escaped their greedy 
grasp? They have rifled the cradle 
and the swaddling clothes and have 
laid tribute upon the coffin and the 
winding sheet. 
Could they do it, 
they would willingly place a meter 
on the mothers’ breast and charge the 
infant by the dram.

Dam at Dr. Tyson’s Irrigation Ditch 
Breaks—Trains Delayed aud 
Crops Are Iujnred. 
Wichita Falls, Tex., May 23.—One 
of the heaviest and most extensive 
rains in recent years fell in this 
section last night and today. The Ft. 
Worth 
and Denver 
office 
reports 
heavy 
rains all the way from Fort 
Worth to Texline. 
The Wichita Val­ 
ley reports rains from Abilene to 
Byars, and the Wichita Fails route 
from Olney, Tex., to Frederick, Ok. 
Washouts and high waters have prac­ 
tically caused a suspension of traffic 
on all 
lines out 
of this place. Fort 
Worth and Denver trains are running 
from ten to twenty hours late. Wash­ 
outs at Archer City, Olney and Fred­ 
erick have effectually stopped traffic 
on the Wichita Falls route until the 
tracks can be repaired. W ichita Val­ 
ley trains are running only as far 
as Seymour, and 
there 
were 
no 
trains to Byars today. 
Last night the dam at Dr. Tyson's 
irrigation lake near the city broke 
and a body of water covering about 
fifty acres swept into the valley be­ 
low, flooding fields and ruining crops 
over hundreds of acres. 
In the city electric light wires were 
blown down and the city was in dark 
ness. 
Spreading rails caused six cars of 
a southbound freight to go through 
a bridge over Duck Creek near the 
city last midnight. 
Late this afternoon it seemed cer­ 
tain that the Denver’s dam near the 
city would break. Hundreds of sec­ 
tion men with bags of sand are fight­ 
ing to hold back the waters. Addi­ 
tional men with supplies are on the 
way from Childress to help. 
Wichita River is 
bank 
full 
and 
steadily rising. Crest of rise is ex­ 
pected at midnight, and much dam­ 
age may be caused by overflow of a 
portion of the town. 
The rainfall

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Alaska Impossible to Autolats. 
The New York to Paris automobil­ 
ists have found speedy realization of 
the prediction that when they reached 
Alaska they would 
learn 
what bad 
going actually m eant 
At least, the 
only car which has yet gone thus far 
has made the discovery. The Ameri­ 
can machine, which it was expected 
would push on through the Alaskan 
wastes to Nome, on the western side 
of the territory, there taking ship pas­ 
sage to Siberia, is halted at Valdez. A 
dispatch from that point to the news­ 
paper which is behind the scheme says 
it will be impossible to go through 
Alaska. Experiments made under con­ 
ditions 
there, one feature 
being 
a 
heavy snowstorm, shows 
there 
is 
nothing but narrow trails, which can­ 
not be “negotiated” by the autos. So 
the whole outfit has been loaded on a 
steamer which will return to Seattle, 
and from that point a vessel will take 
the car and the party accompanying it 
to Vladivostok. The dispatch from 
Valdez says with refreshing frankness: 
“It is impossible for any man who has 
not seen the trail over which the mail 
is carried from Valdez to Fairbanks to 
realize the conditions that exist to-day. 
To consider making the trip across 
Alaska in the face of such conditions 
would be a dream of ‘a cgeechaco 
siyass.’ in the Chinook jargon, which 
means the Alaskan tenderfoot.” In the 
Dpinion of the Troy (N. Y.) Times, this 
outcome is not surprising, for at the 
outset it was predicted in various quar­ 
ters that no automobile could succeed 
in getting through the Alaskan wilder­ 
ness. Even the much-berated highways 
of New York state must appear like 
first-class roads by comparison with 
the Alaskan trails. 
And parts of Si­ 
beria are likely to be not much better. 


American Educational Methods. 
Here is another tribute to the value 
of American educational methods. In 
a paper read by Sir William Henry 
Preece, formerly president of the In­ 
stitution of Civil Engineers, before the 
Royal Society of Arts in London, the 
speaker mentioned the difficulty if not 
impossibility of making a comparison 
between English and American meth­ 
ods, owing to the fact that the Ameri­ 
can boy possesses “the energy 
and 
smartness of a new race; the Euro­ 
pean boy mentally is two years behind 
him.” This explained the difference in 
curricula 
and 
examination 
papers. 
Rut it is American adaptation to these 
different conditions which accounts for 
the success of educational 
methods 
here. Still further testimony to the 
efficacy of American ideas is found in 
the proposition from Germany that the 
conversational style of teaching lan­ 
guages be put into practice by an ex­ 
change of American and German pro­ 
fessors, the American professors in­ 
structing German 
students by 
this 
method, and vice versa. German edu­ 
cators are alive to the practical de­ 
mands of the times, and appear to de­ 
rive much inspiration from the United 
States. 


The 
interest which Germany 
has 
shown in the matter of canal construc­ 
tion and the enterprise which is pro­ 
viding a great system of interior wa­ 
terways have been mentioned repeat­ 
edly. 
Now conies the announcement 
that Bavaria is preparing to provide 
itself with deep canals that will enable 
It to have such communication with 
the larger bodies as will constitute a 
connecting link in traffic between the 
North sea and the Black sea. In a 
word, Bavaria is ambitious to become 
a maritime state. 
There is strong be­ 
lief that such a canal system 
will 
bring enormous benefit to the agricul­ 
tural and manufacturing industries of 
the kingdom, and the plans in contem­ 
plation involve the expenditure of $90,- 
000,000. 
Fresh proof that this is a 
canal and deep waterways age. 


Enoch Arden cases in real life ap­ 
pear to turn out differently. The poet 
gave a pathetic finish to the story by 
having the hero perform an act of re­ 
nunciation by giving his wife up to the 
other man. A husband who had been 
mourned as dead returned to his Ten­ 
nessee home to find the lady who had 
supposed herself to be his widow mar­ 
ried to another and with a new parcel 
of children in the house.

Macon, Mo.—Dr. Rudolph M. Ander­ 
son, who for the last two years has oc­ 
cupied the chair of physiology at Blees 
Military academy, has gone to New 
York, where he joined the staff of the 
American Museum of Natural History. 
The express purpose in Dr. Anderson 
aligning himself with the museum is 
to take charge of an expedition to lo­ 
cate an unknown tribe of Esquimaux 
on a small island in the Arctic ocean. 
Dr. Anderson’s associate in command 
will be Dr. Stefansson, also of the 
museum staff. 
The 
balance of 
the 
company will be 
natives of the far 
north. 
A voyage lasting two years has been 
planned. 
If successful the gentlemen 
will devote a large part of their time 
to the study of the lost tribe, their lan­ 
guage and their manner of living, and 
will endeavor to bring back with them 
some of the members, together with as 
large a collection of objects illustrat­ 
ing their forms of worship, method of 
hunting and of living as is possible to 
transport. 
No white man has ever met 
any 
member of this isolated tribe, and the 
knowledge of its existence comes from 
Esquimaux picked up here and there 
by whaling vessels. 
From these it is 
gathered that the islanders are a rig­ 
orously exclusive set, but that they 
have advanced beyond other tribes in 
their skill in making implements of 
the chase and in the construction of 
their habitations.

APPALACHIAN MOUNTAINS. 


lf Cutting of Forests Can Be Stopped 
Enormous Wealth May Be Reaped 
from Water of Streams, Says 
One Report. 


Chapel of Conception in City of Mexico. 


date as a place where daily devotions 
were beld. 
This ancient building is 
still in a splendid state of preserva­ 
tion. It is situated in the Conception 
plaza or square. 
It is small but at­ 
tractive 
architecturally, 
and 
never 
fails to interest antiquarians who visit 
the city. In the early days of its his­ 
tory a large convent w'as situated ad­ 
jacent to it, but with the growth of 
the city, streets were cut through the 
convent buildings and nothing now re­ 
mains to indicate that they were once 
a part of the church property. 
It is 
stated that for a century or more after 
its erection this chapel was the most 
fashionable church in the city. 
Its 
devout worshippers numbered many 
of the people of wealth and high so­ 
cial standing. 


Washington.—The greatest develop­ 
ment of water power recorded in the 
United States has been accomplished 
during the last few years on the rivers 
which drain the southern Appalachian 
mountains, according to an official re­ 
port of the water resources of this re­ 
gion. It is estimated that there Is at 
least 2,800,000 indicated horsepower 
from the streams which have their 
headwaters on 
this watershed 
and 
more than half of this power is avail­ 
able for economic development. Only 
a small part of this has been used, but 
that which has been utilized has been 
one of the most Important factors in 
the recent industrial development of 
the »outh. 
One great difficulty encountered by 
users of water power is that it cannot 
be had the whole year, but must be 
supplemented for a time each summer 
by costly fuel power, the streams run­ 
ning too low to be of service. As the 
years go on the low water periods are 
growing longer. 
This is because the 
forests at the 
headwaters 
of 
the 
streams are being cut off, with the 
result that the melting winter snows 
and the spring rains pour off the de­ 
nuded and hardened land in devastat­ 
ing floods, sending down for a few 
weeks far more water than they can 
use and reducing the capacity and use­ 
fulness of their millponds by filling 
them with hundreds of tons of sand 
and soil which the floods scour off the 
unprotected upper slopes. 
If indiscriminate cutting of the for­ 
ests on the crests of the watershed 
can be stopped there is a possibility, 
according to a report by experts, of 
increasing the development Of power 
up to three to 30 times the 1,400,000 
horsepower at present available. The 
method proposed to develop the Appa­ 
lachian river resources to the total 
of 42,000,000 horsepower is to have 
storage reservoirs w'hich would catch 
the surplus waters of the spring and 
retain them until the summer, when 
the mills now have to fall back on 
fuel or close. 
The 
United 
States 
geological 
survey 
has 
kept 
records 
of 
stream 
flow 
iu 
the Appalachians 
for 
a 
number 
of 
years 
and 
re 
cently made a careful study of the 
possibilities of storage reservoirs in 
that region. 
The forest service has 
published its report under the title 
“The Relation of the Southern Appa­ 
lachian Mountains to the Develop­ 
ment of Waterpower.” 
Experts of the geological 
survey 
who made the investigation, after pick­ 
ing out reservoir sites and estimating 
their capacity and the area from which 
they would receive the run-off, con­ 
sider the figures given very conserva­ 
tive. Even with only 1,400,000 horse­ 
power the annual return at $20 a horse­ 
power per year would amount to $28,- 
000,000, equal to a gross income of 
three per cent, on a capital of about 
$933,000,000.
